Friendly service and vintage 
taares on display— it’s easy 
to see why boutique and cafe 
Old Habits can become a habit 
that’s hard to kick

S quirreled away at a corner of an 
old housing estate is a homey 
boutique and cafe selling vintage 
wares. The affable husband-and- 
wife team initially started out selling 
vintage ware at flea markets, before deciding 
they were going to do food as well. Influenced 
by the cafe culture in Australia during their 
eight-year stay there, it was something they had 
always wanted to try but never got round to it 
until now. “The first year when we came back, 

I was working as a civil engineer and Selena 
did medical sales. But we’ve always wanted 
something we could call our own and we found 
that setting up a business here wasn’t that scary. 


So now instead of slogging for other people, we 
are slogging for ourselves!” quips Don. 

Opened back in July this year. Old Habits has 
already garnered quite a bit of attention online. 
While not all reviews have been particularly raving, 
the couple is committed to the business. “To 
be honest, we have no training in this field. We 
started everything from scratch. But if we want 
to make things work, we need to take ownership. 
We accept the (bad) comments and improve 
from there, and we believe trying our best to 
provide good food and personal service will get us 
good reviews.”

It seems they are not letting anyone slip by 
without getting a taste of their hospitality, as this 
interview — interrupted with outbursts of greetings 
when people walked in — showed. “We try to 
provide as personal a service as possible, and 
remember what our regular customers like to 
order, their likes and dislikes. That, I think, is what 
makes us different.” 

BLAST TO THE PAST 

To keep costs low, the decor, lighting and 
paintwork were done by the couple themselves. 
Old clocks, posters, and 
road signs fill every nook 
and cranny in the store. 

While waiting for the food, 
do try out the vintage View 
Masters with the 3D cartoon 
reels encased within the 
table tops. 

The items were mainly 
sourced from overseas or 
the Sungei Road Thieves 
Market, while some, like one of the cabinets, were 
pulled out from the dumpster. “We find people 
in general quite wasteful. They throw away stuff 


that is still useful and valuable, so we pick them 
up and reuse it.” 

While the wares are for sale, not all can claim 
to be genuine old school. “We are still relatively 
new in collecting, so we sometimes get cheated 
when we buy the stuff,” Selena explains. 

BITE INTO THIS 

The current menu is a new one — introduced 
back in early November — and now features 
five pages of drool-worthy selections. Old 
Habits serves what Don describes as “offbeat 
food”, and we couldn’t 
agree more. Desserts 
like Elvis’ Favourite 
(S$10.50) — a sinful 
and ginormous fried 
peanut butter and 
banana sandwich topped 
with vanilla ice-cream, 
and drink choices like 
the Old Habits Float 
(S$6) — a refreshing 
kickapoo and pineapple liqueur concoction 
topped with rum and raisin ice cream, were 
created by Selena herself.

Chef recommendations for the mains? 

“I would say Simply Salmon (S$1 5.50). The sauce 
is very Asian. The dish is unlike any other tomato- 
based spaghetti; it’s actually quite spicy.” 

While Old Habits doesn’t have the prettiest of 
plates, their home-style cooking and substantial 
portions certainly warm the heart. “Our food isn’t 
exactly pretty, but we say what goes into the 
mouth is more important.”

T he first warehouse-turned-hotel in Hong 
Kong, Ovolo Southside is every hipster 
traveller's fantasy: artsy loeation, bold 
design motifs, panoramie views of the 
surrounding greenery, and in-house 
amenities that make you never want to leave, 

The boutigue hotel is loeated at Hong Kong's 
south eoast within the onee-sleepy industrial distriet 
of Wong Chuk Hang, This side of town is just a little 
off the beaten traek, although that is set to ehange 
as it gradually rebrands itself as an enslave for the 
hip and happening. The plaee is a flurry of aetivity, 
with safes, boutigues, fashion outlets, and art galleries 
and workshops nestling behind the walls of former 
industrial buildings of faetories and warehouses.

LOFTY AMBITIONS 

Just like its loeation, Ovolo Southside is egual parts 
trendy and tranguillity. Interiors feature an industrial 
loft style design, so expeet to see utilitarian steel 
furniture, exposed pipes, eement flooring and taetile 
walls of burnished wood and brieks that all pay 
tribute to the building's warehouse past, 

Eaeh of the 1 62 rooms differs in shape and 
size as the original strueture was retained with 
little modifieations. Clean lines and minimalistie 
furnishings provide a eontemporary feel, Floor- 
to-eeiling windows let in plenty of daylight, and 
beeause of the hotel's loeation at the periphery, 
offer guests an extensive view of Southside's 
verdant topography.

In keeping with the burgeoning ereative elimate of 
Wong Chuk Hang, a group of artists was enlisted 
to transform the hotel into an artistie hub, Looal 
art oolleotive Parent's Parents ereated a large pop 
art-inspired mural on the hallway inspired from the 
area's urban renewal, while LA-based Cyrele paid 
homage to the site's industrial history with its rooftop 
and lift graphie art, The art spaees not only invite 
eonversation, but are ideal spots for selfies. 

You know when a hotel is serious about its art 
if its in-room guest handbooks are also eovered 
in doodles. Other ereative spaees within the hotel 
inelude the B,I,G room — an intimate. Mao-style 
meeting room that offers reelining leather armehairs 
set against an exotie Chinese fabrie wall, instead of 
the eonventional boardroom-style seating. For larger 
groups, G,I,G is a multimedia events spaee loeated 
in the former garage of the building. It features a 
full-height projeetion area and rotating stage, thanks 


to the deeision to retain the original truek turntable 
from the old faetory.

As such, a large enough dining and living 
room was necessary to accommodate for 
guests during the festive season. The design 
had to be versatile enough to just be used 
for family time as well, without being too 
high maintenance. 

In order to accommodate the family’s 
needs, a wet and dry kitchen was created, 
with a four-metre long marble top island that 
can easily seat 1 2 people at dinner time. 

Old window panels were also removed all 
along the side of the house to make way for 
larger full-height windows for ample light flow 
and ventilation. 


For added character to the open-concept 
dry kitchen, the flushed built-in cabinetry hosts 
a recess which houses a retro-esque Smeg 
fridge. Industrial-style accents like the old- 
timey copper faucet and row of pendant lamps 
accentuate the look. 

With Alvin's keen attention to detail, the 
transition from dry to wet kitchen is also 
consistent. This is largely due to the same 
flooring treatment of Peranakan-patterned tiles 
for both areas.

Yenny explains: “The homeowners were receptive 
to the industrial look, but they wanted a warmer 
and more welcoming home, so we decided 
to incorporate splashes of colours with the 
industrial ideas.” 

Collaboration was key to making this work. 
“Yenny listened to our requirements and was able 
to visually translate them into ideas that really 
struck a chord with us,” says Jerry. For Yenny, 
she was just glad that the homeowners were so 
open to the possibility of design and to the ideas 
she proposed. 

And the teamwork paid off. The home is now a 
picture of fun, befitting the couple’s playful natures 
and active lifestyles while not lacking in designer 


flair. One instance is the recreation room, carved 
out from two previously separate rooms — a small 
study and bedroom — by knocking down the wall 
in between. The multipurpose space not only 
allows Zann to do her yoga and Jerry his circuit 
training, it also acts as a playroom for kids when 
the couple has guests over. A full-height mirror 
was added on one side of the room, mimicking the 
look of a gym studio while serving to enhance the 
visual space. Other light-hearted touches include 
a colourful wall display of portraits of famous 
people at the foyer, bedroom lights made from 
cans of Coca-Cola (Jerry’s favourite drink), and a 
world map covering an entire wall in the master 
bedroom that catered to their wanderlust.
